Kind of Awe 


The silence had been deep and 
full, somehow, of a kind of awe. 
The young declaimer broke it.

He unbuckled the straps and 
pulled out a bottle of Scotch, tore 
the foil away and unstoppered it.

Things like that happen in wars. 

It has been a week of anniver- 
saries for poets Edgar Allen Poe 
and Robert Burns. There was not 
much in life for either of them. 
They knew brutal poverty. Both 
turned to drink in sorrow and 
sickness of spirit. Both died in, 
or of, alcoholic excesses. Both 
knew brief fame and honor. But 
it was not until after death that 
their real greatness came. 


Burns, perhaps, touched more 
hearts than Poe. There was about 
him some quality which men 
seemed to feel in themselves. 
Americans, in their lonely farm 
houses, read ‘“‘The Cotter’s Sat- 
urday Night” and felt a kinship 
with it. 

And Burns, too, was a writer of 
songs and ballads. It was said 
that Scotland sang of him from 
sea to sea. And so has America. 

So here’s to you, Robert 
Burns—May. the wind be always 
at your back, wherever you are, 
and a light in your path.

Ray Says He, Coleman 


Defendant Denies 
Story, Names Others

Former State sales tax director Joseph W. Ray tes- 
tified Friday that he and Woodrow W. Coleman embez- 
zled thousands of dollars in a sales tax scheme in which 
many businessmen, including a prominent legislator, 


| participated. 


Coleman, a former tax consultant for the sales tax unit. was

In an unsworn statement, Coleman denied embezzling any of the 
funds, but accused Ray and his predecessor as sales tax director, the 
late Albert Dozier, of participating in a tax embezzlement scheme 
which he said was much greater than anything uncovered so far. 


Coleman said there are ‘‘many”’ fraudulent sales tax returns on 
file in the Revenue department to back up his statement. False re- 
turns introduced as evidence by the state ‘“‘haven’t scratched the 
surface,’ he declared. 

COLEMAN CHARGED 


In his two-hour statement, Coleman charged: 

1. That a sales tax assessment of $97,000 against Veterans Cab 
Co. was settled for $21,000 and the state never got the money.

Ray said Coleman gave him some cash as his part 
of the deal and told him it was from “Mr. Moltack” of the Daffodil 
firm. Ray said that after the Daffodil case was exposed in The At- 
lanta Constitution last spring, Coleman told him that Moltack was 
going to swear the money was brought to Ray’s secretary and he

Unhappy Choice Faces 
U.S. in Middle East 


From all reports the United States is 
facing another of those crises in the 
Middle East over which it can have little 
control. In Iraq the revolution led by 
el-Kassem apparently is rushing toward 
collapse and either Egypt’s Nasser or the 
Communists soon must take over. 

Reports from this oil-rich country in- 
dicate that the rank and file population 
favor Nasser rather than communism. But 
the well-led Communist mobs and an 
army which is coming under Communist 
domination are moving steadily toward 
control. 

FEl-Kassem, who appears to be a much 
weaker man than the king he overthrew 
is jealous of Nasser. He has no political 
knowledge or experience. Communists 
occupy three of the top four posts in his 
dictatorship—a dictatorship without pop- 
ular support. His only hope of maintain- 
ing himself is believed to be to make 
Iraq a Soviet satellite. Diplomats think 
he would take that step if necessary to 
checkmate Nasser. 

The Communists—in some of their 
typically daring double-dealing — are 
working in Syria, Iraq and Jordan to dis- 
place Nasser’s influence and to set up a 
Communist bloc in the Middle East. Nas- 
ser, who has willingly played footsie with 
Moscow in the past, is belatedly trying to 
prevent its happening. 

Once again the United States is forced 
to choose the lesser of evils. It 1s either 
to support the anti-Western Nasser and 
his dreams of Pan-Arabic empire or to 
stand idlv by and let an extremely vital 
region fall to Communist subversion. 

Then, too, there is the unwelcome 
prospect that once again we may have 
little to say in the matter. But loss of the 
Middle: East to the Communists—next 
year or 10 years from now—would be as 
great a defeat for the West as the loss of 
China.

Dr. Conant Proposes 


Common-Sense Schools 


While education continues to be a 
primary concern of us all—not only its 
quality but here in Georgia how to keep a 
public school system at all—Dr. James 
Bryant Conant’s remarkable report on the 
nation’s high schools is fascinating 
reading. 

The report itself is the result of the 
most massive survey of the American 
high school which has ever been made. 
His basic conclusions are simple but their 
application is a challenge to every com- 
munity, to every parent in the land. 

“To begin with,” said Dr. Conant, “I 
am convinced that we can have satisfac- 
tory education if each community goes 
after it.” His outline of what can be done 
while saving money and improving qual- 
ity is an attainable goal but one which 
will require some basic readjustments in 
our thinking. 

But to put emphasis where it belongs 
—in the local community—Dr. Conant 
says: 

“The absolutely necessary first thing 
is to get a good school board. This isn't 
always easy. The people on the board 
must have an unselfish interest in their

If he can 
get the Senate to adopt his mild civil rights program instead of a 
tougher one the liberals want, it will be another major accomplish-

Neither the Southerners nor 
Northern extremists, like Sens. 
Javits (R-NY) or Douglas (D-Ill), 
will be happy with the Johnson 
package plan. But its adoption 
would be much more acceptable 
to the Dixie forces than the lib- 
erals’ harsh proposals to force 
racial integration on the South. 

Johnson's four-point program in- 
cludes oug fresh, new approaeh— 
that is the establishment of a 
federal conciliation agency to help 
settie racial disputes. The con- 
ciliator would not be empowered 
to settle disputes himself, but 
would merely bring warring fac- 
tions together to settle the rows 
themselves. 

As in labor disputes, this recog- 
nizes the principle that reason— 
not force—must be brought to 
bear to compromise racial dif- 
ferences. 


If Johnson can pull off this 
compromise, as he did in the 
Senate rules change fight earlier 
in the session, he may be helped 


‘along by an obscure but’ possibly 


significant pattern of voting in 
the Senate. 


This voting pattern is revealed 
by a study of the key roll call 
on which senators from the small 
and medium-sized states teamed 
up to defeat big-city liberals, 67 
to 28, on their attempt to impose 


a harsh gag rule on Senate de- 


bate. 
Johnson and the Southerners 
warned their colleagues from 


across the nation in the filibuster 
fight that imposition of a ma- 
jority gag rule on debate could 
leave small states at the mercy 
of the big states in the Senate 
in tax legislation and other fields. 
As a result of this argument, 
the only senators, with a few ex- 
ceptions, who voted for the gag 
rule were from the densely popu- 
Jated or big-city states of New 
York, California, Pennsylvania, 
Illinois, Michigan, New Jersey, 
Massachusetts, Maryland, Con- 
necticut, Missouri, Minnesota, 
Wisconsin and Rhode Island. 

These states contain most of 
the nation’s largest cities—New 
York, Chicago, Los Angeles, De- 
troit, Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, 
Boston, San Francisco, St. Louis, 
Baltimore, Buffalo, Rochester, 
Milwaukee, Minneapolis, St. Paul, 
Providence, Newark and Jersey 
City. 

True, the liberals got some sup- 
port from Oregon, Washington, 
Colorado, Utah, Maine and Ver- 
mont. And the Southerners got 
help from the big-city state of 
Ohio. But the battle lines were 
drawn mostly between the big 
states and the small ones. 

Johnson may not be able to 
swing as much support for his 
civil rights compromise as he did 
for his compromise to preserve 
free debate in the Senate. But 
a continuation of the voting pat- 
tern of small states versus the 
big ones could serve the Southern 
cause well.

Wives Shoulder 
Heavy Workload 


One of the things which causes trouble be- 
tween husbands and wives is the matter of 
money. Sometimes the husband feels that he 


earns the money and therefore has a right to spend it. But suppose 
he paid his wife for her services? How much would he pay? 


Someone has made an exhaus- 
tive study of the work that house- 
wives do and has figured the num- 
ber of hours she works at each 
job and the national pay scale 
for that work. The average wife 
spends eight and one-half hours 
a week as a cook, six hours as a 
dishwasher, two hours as a die 
titian, two and one-half hours as 
a baker and four and one-half 
hours as a waitress. 

In addition to her kitchen 
chores, she spends two hours as 
a private nurse, 20 hours as a 
baby-sitter, 30 hours as a gov- 
erness, three and one-half hours 
as a chambermaid. She gives 
three hours a week as a purchas- 
ing agent, one hour as a veteri- 
narian, nine and one-half hours as 
a laundress and four hours as a 
home economist. 

Just listing those hours makes 
me tired but those are not all. As 
a dressmaker she spends four 
hours a week, three hours as a 
handyman, two and one-half hours 
as a hostess, seven and one-half 
hours as a general housekeeper 
and three and one-half hours as a 
secretary, 

Also she has duties outside the

home such as four and one-half 
hours a week as a gardener and 
yard man, four hours as a chauf- 
feur and five hours as a recreation 
worker. Figuring those hours ac. 
cording to the national pay S&éale 
for each of those services, her 
total weekly value comes to 
$193.95 per week. That adds up 
to 131'2 hours per week. 


The researcher plans later to 
figure out how much money the 
average wife costs, figuring her 
clothes, food, personal items and 
all her expenses. Though as yet 
we do not have that figure, it is a 
pretty safe bet that most of us 
husbands have a mighty good 
bargain in our wives. 

I feel like a traitor to my fellow- 
men bv citing these figures and 
I realize that this could cause 
some wives to strike for higher 
allowances. It so happens that I 
read the morning paper before 
my wife does and I will destroy 
this column before she gets a 
chance to see it. I suggest you 
husbands do likewise, but let's do 
trv to take better care of our 
wives.

WASHINGTON—The ‘‘balanced budget” for 
Eisenhower sent to

Jars over this year; that's for- 
midable. He hopes revenue will 
go up nine billion dollars over 
this vear; that’s formidable. Even 
to achieve the hair-breadth sur- 
plus of 70 million dollars, the 
White House is asking Congress 
for a l'2 cent per gallon increase 
in the federal gasoline tax and a 
300-million-dollar increase in pos- 
tal revenues, neither of which is 
likely. And in a number of areas 
—<defense, housing, aid to educa- 
tion, health, ‘aid for airports—it 
is almost certain that this Con- 
gress will want to appropriate 
more than the President has pro- 
vided for.

Personable Perty Moss, the new Florida State coach, strolled 
in and the uninhibited Howard grabbed him by the arm and said, 
“Well, if it isn’t little Tom Nugent.” 


Later, Moss was trapped between Walker and Howard on a TV 
show. “‘They really gave me the works,” the smiling Moss said. ‘‘I 
finally stopped Howard, momentarily, by asking Rex Enright the 
score of the Clemson-South Carolina game last year.” 


Once Bill Bentley dismissed the TV cast, Moss leaned back in a 
lobby chair and talked about his plans at Florida State. 


‘One of the first things I did,’’ Moss said, ‘“‘was to contact 
all the boys we’ve signed. I’m happy to report that all of them 
are still planning to come to FSU. 


“We plan to install the multiple formation offense. Not the 
multiple offense, the multiple formation. We'll use every formation 
except the I and the single wing. 


‘I'm really happy to be at Florida State,"’ Moss continued. 
“There's a refreshing atmosphere there; the college is growing and 
there's lots of enthusiasm.” 


Since more than 150 coaches applied for the Florida State berth 
after Nugent departed for Maryland, it seemed appropriate to in-

“I came to 
Tallahassee for an interview the next day. I talked with Dr. 
Strozier and the committee, and they gave me the job.” 


Though he's only 32, Moss is no Johnny-come-lately on the coach- 
ing scene. He served a decade as apprentice on staffs at Illinois, 
Washington, LSU, Miami and Wisconsin. Moss is heralded as one 
of the brightest young offensive coaches in the game by elder col- 
leagues. 


“My first year as backfield coach at Washington under Howie 
O'Dell, we had Don McElhenney and Don Heinrich. I figured this 
coaching was really fun. We also had some mighty iine boys at 
Wisconsin (7-1-1) last year. I think Dale Hackbart will be the out- 
standing quarterback in college football next season.

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The majority of Georgia high school students firmly vote ‘‘no’’ 
to the idea of taking a standar. exam before getting their diploma. 


Reasons range from “too many chances for students te cheat’ 
(Tommy Aldredge, College Park, believes ‘‘answers to tests would 
be passed on ahead of examination day; taking the test wouldn’t 
prove anything’) to a fear that such a plan 
would “standardize our nation’’ (Jimmy Routon, 
College Park, observes, ‘“‘We have long been 
known as a nation of individualists. Students 
would have no chance to show their individual 
skills.”’) 

The primary objection of David Brown, Stone- 
wall, is that ‘different schools might not receive 
the exams at the same time, therefore the tests 
would be given at different times. All teachers 
do not teach at the same rate and students of 
some schools would not be as far along as those 
in other schools.” Several others point out that 
methods of teaching vary, and should not be

standardized. Many agree with Pat Dorris, Fairburn, that such a 


plan could never be fair since ‘‘different teachers stress different 
points, and a test given nationwide couldn’t possibly cover what 
everyone has studied.”’ 


Carol Dorris, 17, Fairburn, believes ‘‘studenis do not need a 
test to tell them whether or not they can receive their diploma. 
In order to graduate, all students must meet certain qualifications. 
You have to have a certain number of units to graduate, your 
character grade has to be high. You are really taking atest 
throughout high school. A student is put on a testing basis from 
the time he enters school to the time he graduates. His reward for 
his studying, sportsmanship and understanding is his diploma.”’ 


Rebecca Burrow, 17, Palmetto, agrees on the idea of an exam 
nationwide, “but not on a standard exam basis. Students from 
one part of the country would not stand equal to students in an- 
other area.” And Jerry Hopkins points out “if the standard test 
covered mostly sciences and math subjects, students taking com- 
mercial and general courses would not have nearly as good a 
chance to pass it.”
